‘anything, but an, empty waterpipe is‘a much 
stronger argument than. any of these mathe- 
matical calculations, the results of which our 
officials are so fond of referring to. 

We are pleased to hear that the amount 
‘of water served out along the Praya is'to be 
-increased from 365,000 to 460,000 gallons per 
day. This willcertainlytend;in some degree 
to lessen the inconvenience now felt by the 
poorerclasses. But, atthesametime, we would 
point -out’ that more’ water stations are. 
wanted, for the three now established arc 
always so crowded that the men have ‘to 
wait ‘a long time -before théy can fill their 
buckets. The time of 2 coolie, even, is 


valuable, and steps should be taken to° 


render, the obtaining of water ‘as easy and 
speedy as possible. If Mr. Cuatitau will 
take a stroll along.the Praya: at any time 
during ‘thé’ day-he’ will be able to see that 
the long ‘strings of people waiting to fill 
their..buckets amply justify our remarks, 
particularly: if his love for figures and.ab- 
struse. calculations leads. him to. calculare 
the average ‘time it takes a coolic to reach 
the water station from the moment when 
he . takes. up his - position at the. end 
of the string of water carriers. . 7 
The suggestion of the Registrar General 
that wells should be opened is, we think, 2 
good one, Macao is almost entirely supplied 
by wells, and we do not'think that disease is 
more prevalent there than here,- Besides, 
‘with our very large Sanitary Staff it should 
not be difficult ‘to select proper sites where 
there would be’ littleorno féar of contamina- 
tion.’
